The cash in the checking account and in the various savings 
bank accounts has been confirmed by certificate from the de- 
positaries. The various savings bank books in the safe deposit 
box were also examined and checked with the confirmations. 
Deposits, warrants, and cancelled checks were verified. 


GOVERNMENT BONDS 


Five $5,000 bonds, including the one which was in transit 
at the close of last year, were sold in 1952. All other bonds were 
examined and verified in the presence of the Grand Treasurer 
and Executive Secretary. 

All interest due on these bonds and savings bank accounts 
has been received. In addition, interest of $125 was also received 
on another $5,000 Government bond which has been held in 
reserve by Grand Commandery. Interest on the reserve savings 
account at the Boston Penny Savings Bank, which is also held 
by Grand Commandery, amounted to $130.82. Both of these 
items are paid to the Educational Foundation altho the principal 
amounts do not appear in their records. 


PRINCIPAL 


The various items written off as a result of compromise settle- 
ments with borrowers, as well as by authority of Grand En- 
campment, resulted in a total reduction of the Principal account 
in the amount of $940.04. 


GENERAL 


The 1953 payment books were sent out by us for verification 
purposes with the usual request that in the event any discrepancies 
were found the students should communicate directly with us. 
There have been no complaints to date. As usual, we have re- 
ceived a considerable number of payments which have been 
turned over to your Executive Secretary. 
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Depreciation on office equipment has been provided for the 
past year. Accruals have been made to cover rental and ac- 
counting expense at the end of the year. Accounts are also shown 
to cover liability for withholding and social security taxes. 

Subject to the foregoing comments, I certify that the ap- 
pended exhibits, in my opinion, fairly present the condition of 
the Educational Foundation as of December 31, 1952, and the 
result of operations for the year ended that date.

Weller be made Eminent Grand Prelate Emeritus of this Grand 
Commandery, and I will ask that all in favor of this proposition 
to please rise. 


Tue Granp Commanper: I say that it is unanimous, E..Sir 
Grand Recorder, you will make record of it. 


CONCLUSION 


The few remaining hours as your Grand Commander are 
speedily drawing to a close, and as I lay down the responsibility 
of this high office, I do so with a combined feeling of relief and 
regret. But I wonder, did anyone ever relinquish this position 
without experiencing these same emotions. My only regret is 
that I could not accomplish all the things I had hoped to do. 
In my early days in Masonry I was told that ‘Man in his best 
estate was subject to frailty and error’ so for any errors or omissions 
I have made I humbly ask your forgiveness. I am at a loss for 
adequate words that would convey to the staff of the Grand 
Commandery office, R..E..George A. Weeks, Grand Recorder, 
R-.E..A. Kenneth Martin, Grand Treasurer, and Miss Dorothy 
M. Fowler, Secretary, my deep sense of gratitude for their won- 
derful help and cooperation. Always ready with helpful sug- 
gestions and advice, they surely made the rough places smooth 
for me. I want to express to you all my grateful thanks and ap- 
preciation for permitting me to serve you as Grand Commander. 
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All the time and effort put into this work is more than compen- 
sated in the wonderful friendships that have come to me and 
which, please God, will remain with me as long as I shall live. 
In closing this is the thought I would leave with you: 


Friendship is a chain of gold 

Shaped in God’s all perfect mold. 

Each link, a smile, a laugh, a tear 

A grip of the hand, a word of cheer. 

As steadfast as the ages roll 

Binding closer, soul to soul.

Tur Granp Commanper: Sir Knights, it is a pleasure and an 
honor for me to present to you at this time our leader in Masonry 
in Massachusetts, M. Wor. Thomas Sherrard Roy, Grand Master 
of Masons in Massachusetts; and I will ask him to favor us at 
this time with some timely words. 


M. Wor. Tuomas Suerrarp Roy: R-.E.. Grand Commander, 
M..E..Grand Master, distinguished guests, Sir Knights all. 
I thank you, sir, for your welcome in this Grand Commandery 
Asylum this morning. I bring to you the greetings of the M.. W -. 
Grand Lodge of Masons in Massachusetts. This is the third and — 
to those who are in Massachusetts I do not need to say — the 
last time that I shall have the privilege of addressing you as 
Grand Master of Masons in Massachusetts. You measure the 
extent of your term by hours, mine almost now by weeks. 


One of the happiest experiences that I shall recall, as I go into 
retirement as Grand Master, is the privilege I have had of coming 
to this Grand Commandery and sharing your hospitality and being 
welcomed here, and the privilege of bringing the greetings of the 
Grand Lodge of Masons in Massachusetts. I have greatly ap- 
preciated the deference that has been shown to the Grand Lodge, 
the body I represent; and I assure you, sir, that the Grand Lodge 
would bring its gratitude through me to the work you are doing 
in Templary Masonry. We congratulate you most heartily, 
R..E..Sir Knight Kennedy, on the year you have had and the 
success of your plans in the Grand Commandery of Massachu- 
setts and Rhode Island. 
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Now I want to assure you that, as far as I am concerned as 
Grand Master, I can say what I have continually said that the 
success of Templary Masonry means the success of Symbolic 
Masonry, that you are seeking to represent Freemasonry at its 
best, and that everything that you can do to deepen the interest 
of men in the principles of Freemasonry and extend the influence 
of Freemasonry, redounds to the benefit of all of us engaged in 
this work of seeking to give Freemasonry a greater place in the 
world. 


You have a particular emphasis here, in this body, where we 
can speak freely about the great exemplar of the principles of 
Freemasonry, our Master, Christ. You have taken that sign, 
or that motto, that is supposed to have been taken by Constantine 
when he saw the cross in the sky and under it the words, ‘In 
This Sign, Conquer”; and is supposed to have gone forth and 
won a great victory for himself, and presumably for Christendom, 
under the sign of the cross. 


But I would have you remember everything the cross represents. 
It is so easy, in these days, to try to carry out the form and for- 
get the spirit that first gave embodiment in the form. I quoted 
not so long ago at another group, and I am reminded again of 
some words written by Thomas Carlyle, the great historian, 
in his book, “The French Revolution.”’ I would like to tell you 
that I have read completely, ‘The French Revolution,” but I 
have not. I started it and I found it difficult. Some day I am going 
back and read the whole thing. I was much struck by the words 
describing the religion in France prior to the revolution, “All 
solemnity has become pageantry.”’ 


There is no better foreword in history of what has gone on in 
Christianity; there is no better history of what is going on in 
Christianity today when they say, “All solemnity has become 
pageantry.” We are missing the spirit in many of our organizations 
because of the fact that we are more interested in pageantry than 
we are in what the pageantry represents. We must never forget 
that the first one associated with the cross did not wear the cross, 
he bore it. It is so easy for us to wear the cross, but no one has 
the right to wear the cross who is not ready to bear the cross. 


I am not thinking of this in religious terms only. I am thinking 
of the factor that the cross represents one thing, and one thing 
only, and that is sacrifice. And I am thinking also of the fact that 
the whole universe of ours from the unicellular structure that 
gives us its life for the multicellular structure, all through the 
life of the woman in giving birth to a child, the universe is shot 
through with sacrifice. 


We can not build a better world if we are not ready to wear 
the cross. These are days of conflicts, days of denial, days. of 
denounciation. There is a great deal that needs denounciation 
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in the world today. But the thing we want to remember is that 
we are not going to increase our own strength in proportion to 
the denounciation of things with which we do not agree. The only 
way to increase our strength is the affirmation of the things we 
have to affirm. 


This particular organization we call Templary has something 
to affirm today that, if only it can be captured in the world in 
which we live, will make it possible for men to find their own 
lives on the highest possible level, and make it possible for them 
to lead the world to that place where men are going to find their 
lives in peace, and dignity, and security. Thank you.

Island for the fiscal year ended August 31, 1953, and present the 
various summaries of cash transactions, the comparative income 
and expense statement for the fiscal year, and the general fund 
balance sheet as at August 31, 1953.

In Exhibit C, the figures of the approved budget have been 
presented in comparative form with the actual items of income 
and expense. ‘The direct appropriations voted by Grand Com- 
mandery in addition to the budget are also shown in comparison 
with the actual expenditures. 

The actual income for the year was $135.67 more than the bud- 
geted income, while the actual expense was $656.28 less than the 
budgeted expense plus direct appropriations. For the year, the 
actual income exceeded the actual expense by $1,101.51. The net 
worth at the beginning of the year has been increased by this 
amount. 

In the course of the examination, cancelled checks and approved 
vouchers for disbursements were presented and examined. Cash 
balances were reconciled with the bank statements and confirmed 
by the various depositaries, amounts due on various Commandery 
returns were compared with amounts received and receipts were 
checked to the Grand Treasurer’s bank account. The statistics 
on the returns were checked to the Grand Recorder’s summary. 

The petty cash fund was verified by count. The unpaid ac- 
counts receivable are shown in the balance sheet. 

The savings bank books and other contents of the safe deposit 
box were checked in the presence of George A. Weeks, Grand Re- 
corder, and A. Kenneth Martin, Grand Treasurer. 

The amount appropriated by Grand Commandery for the con- 
claves of the current year was transferred from the General Fund 
to a savings bank account, No. 191833, at the Wildey Savings 
Bank. The balance of this item at the balance sheet date is 
shown as a footnote on Exhibit G. 
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Various inventories and liabilities for accrued taxes have been 
adjusted as of August 31, 1953. 

I hereby certify that the appended exhibits, in my opinion, 
fairly present the financial transactions of the Grand Recorder 
and the Grand Treasurer, relating to the General Fund for the 
fiscal year ended August 31, 1953 and the state of the fund as at 
that date.

Tur Grand Commanper: It is my privilege and pleasure to 
present to you, at this time, our Most Eminent Grand Master, 
Most Eminent William Catron Gordon, Grand Master of the 
soe Encampment of Knights Templar of the United States of 

merica. 


M...E.. Wintram Catron Gorpon: R.. E.. Grand Commander, 
M.-.W-.Grand Masters, Sir Knights. I don’t know what time 
your lunch hour is; it is now a bit after twelve. 


R..E..Sir Gtores A. Weeks: Lunch is at one o’clock. 


M..E.. Wittiam Catron Gorpon, You won’t have to listen 
to me until that time. I assure you that I have enough ammuni- 
tion to fill up that time, but I am not going to undertake to use 
it all here in this Grand Jurisdiction. 


This is the time when the Grand Master talks shop. That’s 
what we are engaged in at these Conclaves; to discuss the business 
and the plans; and things of that sort; and, if the Grand Master 
comes, he may have some suggestions or, sometimes, I think he 
may find need for a little criticism. You are not going to have any 
of that this morning except, perhaps, in one thing. 

_ I want to talk to you briefly about the Templary work and what 
it means, what some of its objectives are, and what its plans for 
the future are. 


This Grand Jurisdiction occupies a unique position. You are 
the dean of all of the jurisdictions in the Grand Encampment. 
You were organized in 1805. You occupy the first position in 
seniority. Therefore, naturally, other jurisdictions look up to 
Massachusetts and Rhode Island because of that deanship position 
and your long experience in Templary; and I don’t think it is 
necessary, from what we know of this fine jurisdiciton, to tell 
you a great deal about what we think you should be doing be- 
cause you are actively at work, and your loyalty and your results 
are commendable. 
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I understand that yotir educational foundation is reported at 
the Semi-Annual Conclave. I didn’t hear anything this morning 
about that. In recent years Massachusetts and Rhode Island 
have taken a front place in the work of the educational foundation. 
This report of your budget of course, will have to come into the 
Grand Encampment and be reviewed by the Grand Encampment 
Committee. Unfortunately, some of the budgets we are receiving 
from over the country are rather excessive in the amounts they 
are spending. 4 


We have two objectives. One of those, of course, is this edu- 
cational foundation. The other is a newer one. It has been re- 
ferred to here this morning as the work of the Patriotic Activities 
Committee. No organization is worth much unless it does have 
some worthwhile objectives, and every proper organization that 
continues to do constructive work does have its objectives. Back 
in 1922 we started the educational foundation work. It hasn’t 
developed as it should have done — that is, in fulfilling the purpose 
for which it was founded — because, in too many jurisdictions, 
the committees have been content to rest on their oars, to in- 
vest in U. S. bonds, and then pat themselves on the back at the 
end of the fiscal year by being able to report a large interest in 
bonds. Now, Sir Knight Joseph Carroll, in New Orleans in 1922, 
didn’t have any idea in mind in organizing the educational founda- 
tion that it was simply to become an investment fund. That 
wasn’t the idea. We want to help worthy young men and young 
women. That has always been the objective. The divisions 
have been rather asleep, some of them; some of them are waking 
up now. You have a conspicuous example over in the neigh- 
boring state of New York. They woke up to the salutary effect of 
proper publicity in connection with the educational foundation. 
A lot of others are beginning to see the light in this thing. It is 
apparent from the reports that about eighty percent of all the 
loans that have been made in recent years have been made by 
twenty-five percent of the jurisdictions. That means that a lot 
of people haven’t been doing anything at all. We are trying to 
instill into these lethargic jurisdictions a real understanding and 
a feeling for this educational foundation. 


We mean to help young men and young women in their junior 
and senior years to obtain these educational advantages. We are 
also providing that out of your income you can use grants and 
scholarships. That is what the fund was intended for. 


Iam a Rotarian and in my Rotarian magazine I saw an article 
by a Dean of Men at the University of Illinois. I think the article 
was headed, “Student Loans, No Indeed.” And he rather took 
the position that they don’t want any student loans. Reading 
his article I gathered that the real reason behind it was that a 
lot of these students would rather have the handout of the govern- 
ment. They have been spoiled that way and they don’t want to 
work for it. They would rather have it given to them, instead of 
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borrowing the money on very, very easy terms, and having the 
opportunity to repay it into this revolving fund and let somebody 
else have the benefit of it. 


I don’t subscribe to that stand by the Dean of Students at the 
University of Illinois. We are coming to a recession. You read 
about it in the Kiplinger report and others. We are coming into 
some sort of a recession. It may be that some of these youngsters 
are going to want these funds before long and we want to be in a 
position to furnish it to them. With this great $5,000,000 fund 
available, we ought to make it possible that these properly screened 
individuals who really mean business can have the opportunity to 
prepare for their life work. 


We are advocating that these committees take a new lease on 
life. There ought to be a committee in each constituent Com- 
mandery looking out for these possible avenues of service, and 
screening them, and putting this money out where it ought to be 
working. It is a disgrace to have $5,000,000 lying idle in trust 
funds, and then have people controlling it report some interest 
bonds clipped during the year. We don’t want that. 


You are doing pretty well in Massachusetts and Rhode Island. 
You are among that twenty-five percent I mentioned a while ago. 
We want to see you continue those activities and increase the 
putting out of these loans to worthy applicants. 


Now, this other matter of patriotic activities is more recent. 
‘There are some who think that you can’t crowd patriotism down 
the throats of individuals. It is not expected of you to do that. 
At least we can arouse ourselves from an attitude of complacency 
and help in a positive way to bring the real meaning of allegiance 
to our country through patriotic activities. 


Now, they say that a Knight Templar or a Mason doesn’t 
need any suggestion of that sort, that he is a good citizen, or ought 
to be, if he is a Mason. Sometimes we forget the things that we 
are privileged to enjoy and the things we ought to exercise. We 
get a little complacent. For example, we don’t always go to 
elections and vote our choice even on minor matters. Yet, we 
would raise a great outcry if somebody took that privilege away 
from us. We have got it but we do not always choose to use it 
when the opportunity comes. 


We are confronted with this sinister and insidious ideology we 
call by the name of communism. I think that we are too com- 
placent. There are charges back and forth that they infiltrate our 
schools and even the ministry. We don’t know, but it is an in- 
sidious thing. They form a high-sounding organization and some 
do join to their sorrow and later find out that the purpose was not 
what it was supposed to be. That is part of their theory; that is 
part of their strategy to entice people into these things. 
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Communism denies the one thing that we, as Masons, believe 
in with all our hearts, the existence of one Supreme Being and the 
Prince of Peace and the teachings of the Master. They have got 
no use for that. 


There is an opportunity for us to try and combat some of that 
influence. As Templars, as Masons, we can be active in counter- 
acting those things. That is something for us to think about. 
There is room for defense of our public schools, and that is some- 
thing we believe in as Masons. The Scottish Rite has this view. 
The work of the public schools should be supported with continuing 
strength as a free democratic institution. There is a whole list 
of those things given in the list of the patriotic committee at the 
last triennial inaugurating that work. We want you to think 
about those things and help to preserve our American way of life, 
the greatest’ever known. We have been blessed beyond measure 
by the Almighty in this system of government. We can’t be com- 
placent and let those things be taken from us. You must pre- 
serve them; you must use them. 


This matter of the Grand Encampment Review, I believe that 
mention was made of that. I have been trying to see that more 
participate in reading the Grand Encampment Review. It is not 
intended solely for the members. I advocate that Commanderies 
subscribe to that magazine. It is fifty cents a quarter, four issues 
a year. Subscribe to it for your officers. I think that the Grand 
Encampment Review is better now than it has been. We are 
getting more recent news and getting it to the Commanderies. 
I hope that we can enlarge the circulation. 


By the way, one of the most effective ways of promoting your 
Grand Commandery, and your constituent Commanderies, is to 
have a publication of your own, even if it is only mimeographed. 
You refer to your publication, “The Templar.” That is fine. Over 
in Pennsylvania they have, “The Crusader.’”’ Various copies of 
these things come over my desk and they serve to cement friend- 
ships. The man who thinks you don’t take much interest in him 
is going to be prone to lose some of his interest and fall away. 
By putting out these items of news in a very simple way — it 
needn’t be elaborate — you revive the membership and loyalty 
of your Commanderies. 


That brings me to another point that troubles me. We find, 
over the country, entirely too many demits, and suspensions for 
non-payment of dues. I had hoped that when this Triennial 
ended that we might have over 400,000 members. We have ap- 
proximately 365,000 now. We could have a lot more if we pre- 
vented these demits and suspensions. There is only one inevitable 
loss we can’t prevent and that is loss by death. You can prevent 
an excess in demits and suspensions if you make it interesting for 
these Knights in the Commandery by finding something for them 
to do. You won’t have so many say, ‘Oh, well, what’s the sense 
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of paying my dues. I don’t hear anything about it.’’ Let’s see 
what we can do about it. In some jurisdictions it is getting to be 
rather appalling. I think that is something we should try to pre- 
vent and regain. 


Now, there is one other thing suggested by something M.. W -. 
Brother Roy said in his address to you. He spoke of real service, 
sacrifice, and not so much pageantry. Here is something I want 
you, as Templars, to think about. The Order of Knighthood is a 
uniformed body. We are semi-military in the constitution and our 
proceedings. In other words, we are about the only really Masonic 
Grand Body that has any privilege of publicity. Most of the pub- 
licity comes through Templary. Now, you remember in the Scrip- 
tures it says that somebody has to be witness for the Prince of 
Peace. We were told that we were witnesses. And the great 
character we think about and study in the Order of Malta is Paul. 
You remember that Paul hoped to be an athlete or be a soldier. 
He must have been a sort of physically weak individual. He looked 
toward and envied those who could be athletes, soldiers, and so on. 
There is a lot in his writings about that. 


There is a lot in the New Testament about publicity and being 
witness. The great command Jesus gave was, “Go out in the world 
and preach the gospel.’ That is one thing that Templary has an 
opportunity to do, to publicize itself, its own teachings, and there- 
by to publicize all of the teachings in Masonry. There are wonder- 
ful things, things upon which righteous living is based; and when 
we get into trouble, and they don’t work out, we can go back to 
the Holy Bible, the Supreme Authority, and find the answer. 


_It is worthwhile for us to practice and, in a proper way, publi- 
cize. That is why we wear these uniforms. Brother Roy talked 
about bearing the cross. We believe in bearing the cross. We are 
taught that that is essential in the Christian Rite. As witness, 
we can testify that we believe in the bearing of the cross. We have 
the cross on our uniforms, on our swords; and when we have our 
parades we testify to the profane world our belief in those prin- 


ag that are illustrated and symbolized by the insignia that we 
ave. ; 


Now, we are going to have a big Conclave in New York in 
1955 and we want a great, big, fine parade. We want our banners, 
our crosses, our United States flag; we want marching Knights 
with the plumes, with the chapeaus, with the crosses on their 
swords and their baldrics, and the insignia on their uniforms; 
to testify to our belief and allegiance to the Prince of Peace, 
the Captain of our Salvation. 


Now, I believe that that is necessary; and I believe Brother Roy 
would believe that proper publicity is a good thing. We believe 
in bearing a cross. We teach that and you are not worth anything 
unless you bear a cross, either your own or somebody elses. But 
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at the same time we must be witnesses for Him and we do that 
in one way, by our public parades, our public demonstrations of 
our allegiance. 


Now, I am hoping, when we come to New York in 1955, that 
we will have a great contingent from Massachusetts and Rhode 
Island. There hasn’t been a Conclave in the east since Phila- 
delphia in 1919. New York had one way back beyond that. 
So, the challenge of Templary is to the east in 1955. We want a 
tremendous attendance in New York. New York is used to big 
things; they don’t pay much attention otherwise. There are some 
folks down there who would ridicule you if you don’t put on a 
representative appearance. I am hoping that we will have a tre- 
mendous attendance of plumed Knights to participate in that 
parade. I hope you will be working and planning for that end. 


Now, one thing I said was the only point of criticism I could 
possibly make. It is a thing I regret to see and that is that your 
Conclave does not include some Divine Service or religious ob- 
servance. We are the Christian Order of Knighthood. We need 
to demonstrate it to others, even to ourselves. When we meet 
we do believe that we are the handmaiden of the Church. We ought 
to have our Divine Service. We ought to be able to work it in. 
There are a lot of jurisdictions that do that. It is something they 
don’t want to omit and they work it in. I hope that all juris- 
dictions will eventually come to that, that they will have a part 
of their service a Divine Service, a public service. 


Now, we celebrate some events in the life of the Master. We 
certainly celebrate His birth; we celebrate His resurrection; we 
celebrate His life in our teachings. There is one other we ought 
to celebrate, I think. It is just as important, the fulfillment of 
our hopes and beliefs in His ascension. He went back to the 
Father and sits on the right hand as a mediator for us. I am ad- 
vocating its observance, where it hasn’t been practiced, forty 
days after Easter when churches have had their own Easter 
service, our service would not be minimized in interest. If Tem- 
plary would cease on that opportunity for an Ascension Service, 
you could have a public appearance in uniform, a church service, 
and demonstrate your allegiance to the Master, the Prince of 
Peace, and follow up with a nice social gathering which would 
help bring back some of these folks who have fallen away. I 
think that it is a very worthwhile thing and I am hoping that 
Commanderies all over the country will pick this up. 


There are several things I could say to you, but I have talked 
too long if I am to keep my promise that you won’t be late for 
lunch. Iam pleased to be back here. I have never been privileged 
to come to New England since I have been in the Grand line. 
When I became Grand Master it was my privilege and prerogative 
to delegate where I could go. That is one reason I am here in 
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Massachusetts. I have enjoyed all of your service today and last 
night, and I know that you are going to uphold the banner of 
Templary. You are going to progress and my own feeling for you, 
and my own wish, is that you may accomplish all of your worth- 
while objectives and continue to lift high the banner of our Chris- 
tian Order. I thank you. 


Tue GRAND ComMANDER: Thank you, Most Eminent Sir. 
Iam sure that you left many things with us to think about. 

Now, we have many presiding Grand Commanders with us 
but time does not permit us to hear from each one. So, Right 
Eminent George G. Crewson, Grand Commander of the Grand 
Commandery of New York, will represent the presiding Grand 
Commanders at this time and we will hear what he has to tell us. 


R..E..Sir Guorer G. Crewson: R..E..Grand Commander, 
Most Eminent Grand Master, distinguished Sir Knights. This 
isn’t exactly a surprise for some three weeks ago the R..E-. 
Grand Recorder told me that I would be called on for this pur- 
pose; but he made it very clear that it was not because the Grand 
Commander of New York was considered more competent, or 
even the choice of the Grand Commander of Massachusetts, 
but it was an old tradition that the present administration didn’t 
wish to break, and therefore I would be called upon. 


Now, I could make quite an oration on the affairs of New York 
but that isn’t the purpose. I am representing the Grand Com- 
manders of other jurisdictions who are here as your guests; and 
it has long been recognized that if you represent someone, or 
speak for someone, you should first know what they want you 
to say, or want you to do. I haven’t had the opportunity to ask 
them what the reactions are; but I believe that I have enough of 
the gift of telepathy to read their minds and know what they 
would have me say if they could put the words in my mouth 
this morning. 

_ Massachusetts — and particularly the area around Boston — 
is quite renowned for three characteristics, their history, their 
culture, and their hospitality. The culture is largely the result 
of their history. It happens that you have selected one this 
morning who was brought up in the hill country of that hillbilly 
state of West Virginia, perhaps the antithesis of your culture. 


It makes me think of the young lady in West Virginia who never 
got away to other places until she took a trip around and landed 
in Boston. She was so thrilled by the historical places she could 
visit that she couldn’t contain herself; and, meeting a dear, elderly 
white haired resident, she poured out her enthusiasm to this little 
old lady. “Yes, my dear, travel is surely enlightening.” “It 
surely is. Madam, have you travelled much?” “Oh no, not any, 
I have always lived here.” 


That other characteristic of hospitality is what I know that my 
associates would bid me speak of this morning. It is truly an 
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attribute of Massachusetts that certainly has been exemplified 
at this Grand Conclave. What is hospitality? It is not merely 
being received here this morning through your lines, as exalting 
to our ego as that may be; it is not even being fair to the mental 
and physical stupor as we were in last evening, delightful as that 
is. It is much better than that and is best expressed in a verse by 
an unknown author. 


Tf I could find a friend today, 
T would not ask for greater store; 
Tf just one soul would come and say, 
Let us be comrades evermore; 
I would not need to count my gold 
Tonight, when busy labors end — 
My heart would greater treasures hold 
Tf I could say, “I made a friend.” 


If I tonight a friend could find 
Amid the labor and the stress; 
Some toiling brother, kindred mind, 
Some hand outstretched in tenderness; 
It would not matter what reward 
The hours had brought me on the way, 
If I could say, “I thank Thee, Lord, 
I know I made a friend today.” 


And in that spirit of hospitality that you of Massachusetts 
have extended to us; and may we each again extend to you that 
spirit of hospitality that your friend is our friend and our friend 
is your friend. We thank you. 


Tus Granp Commanper: Thank you, Right Eminent Sir. 
Tam sure that the presiding Grand Commanders were well pleased. 


REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON 
NEW MEMBERSHIP AND PUBLICITY 


For the Year ending June 30, 1953 


Right Eminent Grand Commander: 
This Committee appointed by you reports as follows: 
We had a net gain in membership of 185 or 1.3%. Grand total 


membership is now 14,457. We are the 7th largest. Grand Com- 
mandery in the U. 8. A. 


EXHIBIT 1. 

We have shown in Exhibit. 1 accompanying this report a 
comparative statement in detail of gross additions, gross losses, 
and net gains for the past 9 years. Consecutively each year for 
these 9 years we have had net gains in membership. Prior to this 
period we had net losses each year for 18 consecutive years. 
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PETITIONS 


Our quota was 1,000 petitions. We reached 70% of our objective. 
Hugh de Payens No. 20, Melrose, Mass., was first with a total of 
69 petitions. Boston next with 67 and DeMolay No. 7, third with 
37. 

Following is a record of total petitions for the past 8 years:

__In only two of these years have we exceeded 1,000 petitions 
in a single year. The average for the other years is 743. Our 
results for this year are about 5% higher than this average figure. 


Woonsocket No. 24 led all Commanderies in the % petitions to 
membership with 15.3%. Hugh de Payens No. 20 was next with 
13.7% and Ivanhoe No. 46 third with 13.2%. There were 170 
candidates elected this year but not knighted, being held over 
for next year or 22% of the Total Petitions. 


EXHIBIT 2. : 
We have shown in Exhibit 2 the relationship of the % petitions 
to membership, to the, % net gain or net loss for each Com- 
mandery. The % petitions to membership is 5.5%; the net gain 


1.3%; a ratio of about 4 to 1; this means that it required 4 new 
petitions to create a net gain of 1 new member. 


NET GAINS 
Boston No. 2 had the highest net gain 39; Hugh de Payens 
No. 20 next with 28; Haverhill No. 14 and Gethsemane No. 35 
tied for third with 19 each. A break down of the net gains during 
the past 9 years in our two respective states follows:

We have shown in Exhibit No. 3 a comparison of the group of 
Commanderies having net gains with the group of Commanderies 
having net losses. 380 Commanderies had net gains and 20 Com- 
manderies had net losses. For the group with net gains it took 
only 2 petitions to make a net gain of 1 new member. For the 
group with net losses —for every two petitions they obtained, 
they lost 3 members, or a net loss of 1 member for every 2 petitions. 
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This group of Commanderies showing net losses represents the 
weak spots in our organization. On the average per Commandery 
their petitions are only 50% of the average for the Commanderies 
in the group showing net gains, and their gross losses average 
50% greater. They create a net loss of 1.9% of their total mem- 
bership, while the group with net gains have a net gain of 3.2% 
of their total membership. 


PERCENT NET GAIN 


Godfrey de Bouillon No. 25 had the highest % net gain — 
10.7%; Woonsocket No. 24 next with 8.8%; and Ivanhoe No. 47 
third with 8.0%. 


DEMITS AND SUSPENSIONS 


In the matter of demits and suspensions we lose, on the aver- 
age, 18% of our knightings to these 2 items, this year it was 
slightly higher, being 22%. 


We affiliate and reinstate less than one-half of those who demit 
or are suspended, on the average we retrieve 47%. This year it 
was only 35%. 


Your Membership Committee recommends that a special Com- 
mittee on Demits and Suspensions be appointed by the incoming 
Grand Commander to study the matter of membership losses. 
This special Committee, apart from the Membership Committee, 
should develop a pattern and conform perhaps to patterns esta- 
blished by other Masonic bodies. With demits and suspensions 
to a large extent within our own control, an anaylsis should de- 
termine how much of these is due to financial difficulties, loss of 
interest, or other reasons. This study should draw definite con- 
clusions on which to base specifie recommendations for remedial 
action. 


The Committee also recommends that Division Commanders 
work closely with the Membership Committees of their respective 
Commanderies to the end that Chapter and Commandery Mem- 
bership lists be compared to bring out the names of those who are 
not Knights Templar and that these latter companions be con- 
tacted by Commandery members well acquainted with them. 


The Committee printed a membership article in The Templar 
each month and sent out with it to Commanders, Generalissimos, 
Captains-General and Recorders, a statistical sheet showing for 
each Commandery the number of petitions received the current 
month, together with an accumulative figure to date, also showing 
its relationship to their particular quota.

Marshal, you will present the Grand Commander-elect. 


R..E..Sm Haroxp 8. Crocker: M..E..Grand Master, I pre- 
sent for installation Sir Knight Harrie M. Taft who has been 
elected to serve as Grand Commander of this Grand Commandery 
for the ensuing Templar year. 


M..E..Srr Winiiam Carron Gorpon: Sir Knight Taft, you 
have been chosen by your Fraters to occupy the highest position 
in this Grand Commandery that they can bestow upon you. 
This is a serious obligation that you are assuming. You have charge 
of the charter and the other equipment of this Grand Com- 
mandery. You are entitled to, and shall expect to receive, the 
obedience of the members of this Grand Commandery. Although 
they have chosen you to represent them, yet as titular head of 
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this Grand Commandery you have the right to expect their loyal 
service and obedience to you. 


Being in this high position, it is unnecessary to remind you that 
your own conduct in this high office should be exemplary; that 
there should be no reason to question your own life as a Knight 
Templar and as a leader of this Grand Jurisdiction. I am sure 
that the confidence that your Brethren have reposed in you has 
properly impressed you and that you will see to it in your en- 
cumbency in this office that you bring no reflection on this great 
office and upon the Order of which you are the head in this Grand 
Jurisdiction.

I trust you 
will cherish it and keep in mind always what it represents, the 
duties and responsibilities imposed on you, and the opportunity 
as a leader to bring Templary to a still higher state in this Grand 
Jurisdiction. 


Sir Knrtanr Harris M. Tarr: M..E..Sir, I will do it the best

(The Grand Commander-elect was escorted to the East by the 
Grand Master.) 

M..E..Srr WinuiAm Carron Gorvon: Commandery, atten- 
tion. Sir Knights, behold your Grand Commandery. Grand Com- 
mander, behold your Sir Knights. Sir Knights not in line, be 
seated. 


I might say that in the forms of the Grand Encampment, as 
you probably know, there is quite an extended ceremony for the 
installation of officers in a Commandery. The form given for the 
Grand Commandery is not so long. However, if it is to be a public 
installation, or if you had plenty of time to devote to the in- 
stallation, it would be very interesting and informative to go 
through all of the charges given to all of the officers. However, 
those things are known to all of you and, since time is of tie ele- 
ment today, we will proceed with the regular Grand Encamp- 
ment installation. 


We could install each one of you in your own office but I am going 
to ask the Grand Marshal to invest you with the jewel of your 
office while I say something to each one of you. It is not necessary 
to recite to you the duties of your several offices. You doubtless 
have been through those offices in your constituent Commanderies. 
Some of you have progressed from the foot of the line up through 
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the Grand Commandery and you know what the duties of your 


respective offices are. 


I do want to impress upon you, although it is not necessary, 
that the preferment that has come to you is an indication of the 
confidence your fellow Knights have imposed in you. You have 
seen your Grand Commander assume his office. You are to render 
to him loyal service in helping him to discharge the duties of the 
high office he has assumed.

Now, Grand Marshal, will you conduct these Knights to their 
respective positions. 


(The officers were conducted to their respective stations.) 


_M.-.E-.Sir Wintiam Carron Gorpon: Sir Knights, attention! 
Sir Knight Grand Marshal, you will make the proclamation. 


R..E..Sir Haroip §. Crocker: Hear ye! Hear ye! Hear ye! 
Valiant Knights of the Temple, in the name of the Grand En- 
campment of Knights Templar of the United States of America, 
I proclaim that the officers of the Grand Commandery of Knights 
Templars and the Appendant Orders of Massachusetts and Rhode 
Island have been duly installed in their respective stations. This 
proclamation is made to the North, to the South, to the East, 
and to the West. All interested will take due notice and govern 
themselves accordingly. 

Sir Knights, be seated. 


M..E..Str Winiiam Carron Gorpon: R-.E..Grand Com- 
mander, I wish to advise you that Operation Installation has been 
completed and you are now in charge of the Grand Commandery 
of Massachusetts and Rhode Island. May I again congratulate 
you upon your ascendency to this very high and important office. 
It is all yours from now on. 


Tue Granp Commanper: I thank you very much. It doesn’t 
happen to too many. 
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First, I would like to — I guess I have my feet somewhere near 
the floor—I would like to thank you for your confidence in 
voting for me. I would like to thank the Eminent Captain of the 
Guard and the Sir Knights of my own Commandery for acting as 
Escort today. I would also like to thank the Past Commanders 
of my own Commandery for the Honor Guard, and I would like 
to ask the members of Calvary Commandery to please stand. 


I would like to thank R..E..Sir George B. Sampson for my 
appointment in this Grand Commandery line. He couldn’t be 
here today but I would like to mention it so he will know that I 
didn’t forget it. 


I would like to ask the railroad colleagues of mine who came to 
see me installed, Sir Knights will you please stand. 


Sir Knights, in accepting this responsibility and honor you have 
conferred on me, I do so with gratitude and humility. I assure you 
that I will perform the duties of this high office to the best of my 
ability and ask the Lord to show me the right way. I think I 
have thanked everybody. I would like to thank E..Sir William 
Turner for proposing me for Commander in place of my sponsor. 


Tur GRAND CoMMANDER: Any more business? 


R..E..Sm Grorer A. Werks: R..E..Sir, First, I want to 
say that this is the first time since 1948 that our M..E.. Grand 
Master of the Grand Encampment has been present to install the 
officers; and I would move you, Sir, that we give to him, and extend 
to him, a rising vote of thanks for coming from Marshall, Missouri, 
to install these officers. (All stood and applauded.) 


M..E..Srr Winitam Catron Gorpon: Sir Knights, I appre- 
ciate that vote and I assure you that it is a great pleasure for me 
to come here. I repeated several times that this is my first visit 
and I have looked forward to it, and if I have contributed to your 
pleasure and profit I am amply repaid for making the long trip. 
I enjoy going around the jurisdiction and meeting the fine folks 
that make up these jurisdictions, for you won’t find any finer 
people anywhere than you do in Templary. I have enjoyed being 
here and I have enjoyed every minute of it. I wish you the best 
of everything in the coming year. 


R..E..Sir Grorcr A. Werks: R..E..Sir, I think you should 
have the Grand Captain of the Guard present our Junior Past 
Grand Commander to the East. 


Tur GRAND Commanper: Eminent Grand Captain of the Guard, 
as your first duty on that job will you present R..E..Sir Frederic 
Kennedy to the East. 

E..Sir Raymonn L. Haut: R..E..Grand Commander, I pre- 
sent R..E..Sir Frederic Kennedy. 
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R..E..Sir Greorce A. Werks: R..E-~.Sir, if I may. At this 
time, Fred, I understand that those shoulder straps are going 
to be taken away from you and presented to somebody else. 


R..E..Sm Frepertc Kennepy: That is what they tell me. 


R..E..Srr Georce A. Werks: I have been asked by the officers 
to see that you are properly clothed and to present you with the 
shoulder straps of a Past Grand Commander, and also a medal 
for your chapeau. 


Now it becomes my duty to present to you a jewel which has 
quite a bit of significance to it. I know the history of this jewel. 
It was a jewe) passed to a Grand Commander, William O. Tucker- 
man, who held the position of Grand Recorder, the office I hold 
today. When he died it was returned to Grand Commandery with 
the stipulation that it be given to his appointee, J. Herbert Hinds. 
J. Herbert Hinds died last year and it was his request, and that of 
his widow that the jewel be returned to this Grand Commandery 
to be presented to the personal friend of both these men, R.. E.. 
Sir Frederic Kennedy. 


The jewel bears the original inscription of Tuckerman, and on 
the other side is Hinds, and there is the record for you. It is a 
pleasure for me and I know, Fred, that you are going to wear that 
Jewel knowing the history back of it that you are the third Past 
Grand Commander to wear it. It has been a pleasure to work 
with you. 


R-. Ee. Sir Freperic Kennepy: Thank you, Goerge, I ap- 
preciate very much having this jewel presented to me by you. 
I value the jewel all the more because it was worn by two of my 
very dear friends, Billy Tuckerman and Jack Hinds, and I assure 
you that I shall always treasure it. Thank you, so much. 


Let me congratulate you, Sir, on your ascension to the honorable 
station you now fill and if at any time, Harrie, I can be of assistance 
to you, let me know. 


Tur Granp Commanprr: I thank you for those words, and I 
want to tell you that as I followed you for the past ten years every- 
thing has been peace and harmony. Any time I asked for anything 
I got it, and I tried to do everything I'could for you. 


R..E..Sir Freperic Kennepy: Thank you a lot, Harrie. 
Thank you all. 


Tuer Granp Recorper: The dates as set by our new Grand 
Commander for our meetings for the coming year are Semi-Annual 
Conclave to be held in Providence, Saturday, May 15, 1954, and 
the Annual Conclave to be held in this room Saturday, October 
30, 1954. 


Tur GRAND CoMMANDER: Any new business? 
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V..Es.Sm Kenneru H. Earue: R..E..Grand Commander, 
Eminent Sirs, and Sir Knights. Those of you who were at the 
Semi-Annual Conclave in Springfield possibly recall that the re- 
port of the 150th Committee on the tail end, which received no 
action, stated that possibly a history could be compiled of this 
Grand Commandery to include the first. 150 years for possibly 
an expenditure of $2,000. 


I think that the records of this Grand Commandery should be 
compiled in not longer than fifty year periods. In my own Com- 
mandery in Providence many of you realize, and know, that we 
spent some three years trying to bring our records forward from 
our hundredth. Frank Cushman, who was retired, took it upon 
himself to read the minutes of every Conclave for the fifty year 
period and to condense the original 100 year history so that we 
could get the 150 year history into something other than a tre- 
mendous volume. 


Personally, I think the records of this Grand Commandery 
should be brought together and condensed, along with the 100 
year history, and that condensed as well into a volume that many 
of you might like to have. I am not in a position to argue the 
costs because I have not looked into it at all. Our booklet did 
cost approximately $2,000. There were some returns on it through 
the medium of sales. Probably 150 years of Grand Commandery, 
because of the fewer Conclaves to be written about, would pro- 
bably take much less type setting, which is the big expense, where 
we have at least ten Conclaves a year. 


I think this Grand Commandery, at this time, should decide 
whether you want a 150 year history and, if you do, we should 
act upon it so that some individual could get to work on it. It 
takes time to get the material together, and write it, and rewrite 
it, and proof read it. I think that this Grand Commandery should 
take action on it today. 


I will make a motion that this Grand Commandery publish 
such a book, just to get some action. 


_ Tue Granp Commanper: Sir Knights, you have heard the mo- 
tion by the V..E..Grand Commander. Anybody second? 


E..Sir Jams B. Henry: R..E-.Sir, | am happy to second 
that motion. 


R..Es.Sm A. Kexnera Martin: R.E.Grand Commander, 
I believe it is all right to publish a book but you have got to show 
me where you can get the $2,000. Providence and St. Johns 
produced a book but there was a great deficit. Grand Commandery 
is living within its budget. The Grand Master tells us he knows 
we are going into a slight recession, I would rather have $2,000 
in the fund for the use of future Sir Knights than a book I feel 
would be a gamble. 
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Tur Granp Commanper: Thank you. Any further statement 
on the motion? 


R..E..Sir Joun E. Rinses: R..E..Grand Commander. May 
I ask the proponent of that motion if he plans to sell that history 
and, if so, would you ask the Sir Knights present those who would 
buy the book if they were going to be sold — and I presume they 
are? How many would buy them? 


Tue GranD Commanpren: E... Sir Earle, Have you any idea what. 
the price might be as a rough estimate? 


V..E..5rir Kenneru H. Harve: R..E..Sir. From the ex- 
perience of our own, and believing the size of the volume would 
probably be not more than half the size of St. Johns because of 
the tremendous difference in the number of Conclaves to be written 
about, I believe the book could be published for probably $2 a 
piece. I am basing that on 500 copies costing $1,000. Ours, in a 
similar situation, cost just. twice that, $2,000; twice the volume I 
would expect this Grand Commandery would need. 


Tur Grand ComMAnper: You really think the price would be 
approximately $2. 

E..Sir Epwin H. Tuomas: R..E..Grand Commander. It ap- 
pears that there is a lot of detail and study to be put on the 
problem. I would like to amend that motion that a committee 
be appointed to report at the Semi-Annual Conclave. 


Tur Granp Commanper: There is an amendment now that a 
committee be appointed to report at the Semi-Annual. Do I 
hear a second? (Motion seconded) 

R-.E..Sir Rines, before this action, do you want me to ask 
the Sir Knights as to who would buy the book? 


_R-.E..Sir Joun E. Rines: No, I think the price is not con- 
sistent. Our proceedings cost $1,000. In view of the fact that we 
do not know the price of the thing, I would suggest that the sug- 
gestion be dropped. 


Tue Granp Commanper: There is a motion for a committee 
to study this question and report at the Semi-Annual meeting on 
the question of publishing a book on the proceedings of 150 years 
of this grand old Grand Commandery. 


V..E..Sir Kennera H. Earte: R.-.E..Grand Commander, 
I would only like to say one thing so that something will be done on 
it. If you are going to have a book something has to be done on it 
now. You can’t wait until the Semi-Annual. It has to be compiled 
now and you can vote at that time to publish as you wish. It is 
going to take some time to read. You will never get it out if you 
wait until May. You just can’t read all that and get it in form. 


E..Sir Epwin H. Tuomas: R..E..Grand Commander, I 
think that the comment emphazises that we do not have enough 
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information and I believe that a committee would inform us as 
to the size, price, and a host of information. I don’t see how you 
ean vote without more information. 


Tur Granp Commanper: If you postpone that for six months 
until you get the information you won’t have time to compile it. 
One year won't give them time and get it published. I know how 
long it took to work on St. Johns. 


E..Srr Epwin H. Tuomas: R..E..Grand Commander, I was 
in hopes that the committee be appointed immediately and, as 
V..E..Sir Earle says, if it is not used somebody has had some 
good literary exercise. 

Tur Granp Commanper: Yes, but if the committee reports at 
the Semi-Annual there won’t be time. 


Sir Knicur Gitperr G. Macnon: R.. E-.Sir, does this Grand 
Commandery have a historian? If not, I would suggest that a 
historian be appointed now to do this compiling, and have the 
records and information obtained between now and the Semi- 
Annual for the edification of the Grand Commandery. If we had 
a historian we would at least have the records available. 


Tur Granp Commanpen: I can’t entertain that one until we 
get rid of the one from Bristol. 


E..Sir Joun F. Mrrceneny: R..E.. Sir, I seconded the original 
motion that we should have a publication for our 150th. That is 
the first thing to decide. If we are, the Grand Commander should 
appoint a committee to look into the cost. I seconded the original 
motion made that we certainly should have such a publication 
made. It isn’t too often that we celebrate a 150th anniversary. 
As far as the expense is concerned, there are fifty Commanderies 
within the jurisdiction and we shouldn’t have any difficulty in 
disposing of 500 at $2 each. 

R..E-.Sir A Kennern Marri: R-.E..Grand Commander, 
I dislike to take the floor. Isn’t there anyone interested in saving? 
It makes me laugh to hear it said that these would sell for $2. 
You won’t get out of it at $5. I will make a wager that you won’t 
sell that. number of copies. You are going into the anniversary. 
There will be jewelry to buy; banquet tickets to buy at $10. Idefy 
the Commanderies to keep up with the many expenses. If these 
books were $2 a piece I don’t believe every Sir Knight would pur- 
chase one. I know that in our library I don’t know why more don’t 
take advantage of our books. I am in there once a week and I 
never see a Sir Knight in there looking. I think that this is an 
expense that we can eliminate. 


Ture Granp ComManpeEr: Well — 


R.-.E..Smr Joun E. Rives: R..E..Grand Commander, you 
asked me if I desired an expression of those who might buy it 
regardless of price, $2, $5, or whatever it is. 
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Tue Granp ComMANDER: All the Sir Knights, any of them, 
who would buy this book, if it be printed, be the price $2, $5, or 
more, please stand. 

What are you going to do with the motion now? 


R..E-.Sm Joun E. Rives: R..E-.Sir, put the motion. If 
they won’t stand they certainly won’t vote to have it. 

E..Sir Epwin H. Tuomas: R..E.. Sir, I withdraw my original 
amendment. 


Tur Granp Commanper: The motion that was originally made 
to publish the 150th anniversary data of this Grand Commandery, 
how many are in favor of having it published? Those in favor 
signify by extending the sword arm. Contrary minded, the bridle 
arm. It is lost. 


The Grand Commander, barring any mishaps, will appoint a 
committee this following week, the committee to be the 150th 
Anniversary Committee. The several committees that have al- 
ready been appointed will be printed in your Red Book. It has 
gone to press. 


What am I going to do with your motion? 


Sir Kyicnr Girperr G. Macnon: R-.E-.Sir, I made no 
motion but a suggestion. 


Tue Granp Commanper: It seems to me that it has been wiped 
out.

Greetings: 


At the Annual Conclave of the Grand Commandery K.T. of 
Massachusetts and Rhode Island held October 25, 1952, a resolu- 
tion was presented to appoint a Sesqui-Centennia]l Committee 
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for the proper observance of the 150th Anniversary of the Grand 
Commandery K.T. of Massachusetts and Rhode Island to be 
held in May, 1955. 


Upon motion duly made and seconded, it was voted “that a 
Sesqui-Centennial Committee be appointed to report at the Semi- 
Annual Conclave on May 16, 1953.” Your Grand Commander, 
in compliance with this motion, appointed the Sesqui-Centennial 
Committee, which consisted of eight Past Grand Commanders of 
this Grand Commandery, “to consider Ways and Means for an 
adequate celebration of the 150th Anniversay of this Grand Com- 
mandery K.T. of Massachusetts and Rhode Island, to be held in 
May, 1955, and that said Committee report at our Semi-Annual 
to be held on May 16, 1953.” 


At our Semi-Annual Conclave held in Springfield on May 16, 
1953, this Committee made its report, with recommendations 
of how such a celebration could be financed. 

oo the report of the Committee, the following motion was 
made: 


“T move that the report of the Committee be accepted and the 
recommendations adopted, and the same Committee be em- 
powered to proceed as outlined in the report and that said Com- 


mittee shall function up to and including the Sesqui-Centennial 
celebration.”’ 


The above motion was duly seconded, when the following amend- 
ment was presented: 


“Tt is moved to amend as follows: The present Grand Generalis- 
simo of the Grand Commandery shall be Chairman of the Sesqui- 
Centennial Committee, and in’ charge of completion of all plans 
and arrangements for a proper celebration of the 150th Anni-

VIII, Section 2, paragraph B, and found the following: 


DUTIES OF THE GRAND COMMANDER 


“To appoint all committees and all officers not made elective, 
and to fill all vacancies, such appointees to serve during his 
pleasure or until their successors have been elected and installed.” 
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Question: Under the above, can Grand Commandery consti- 
tutionally pass such a motion? 


Answer: The Grand Commandery has no power to and in any 
way take away or detract from the powers of the 
Grand Commander granted by the Constitution and 
Statutes of Grand Encampment, and the Constitution 
and Regulations of this Grand Commandery. As the 
motion takes away, from the Grand Commander, 
the power to appoint the chairman and personnel of 
such Sesqui-Centennial Committee and gives the power 
to make such removal and appointment to a chairman 
appointed by motion of Grand Commandery, there- 
fore, 1 DECLARE THE MOTION UNCONSTITU- 
TIONAL, VOID AND OF NO EFFECT, AND THE 
ORIGINAL COMMITTEE STANDS.
